From Cassia r's Mafjasiine. 

The resources of Creat Brituin's enl- 
oiiies are lier I'liture streti;,'tli. In the 
resoiirees of ('aiiiida alone the British 
Kinpire iM)ssesses :i gniiraulee of a coii- 
tiiiiianee ot conimercial jrf'atness. In 
till diseiissioiis on the |iresent industrial 
crisis the importance of the colonies a.s 
a basis of tiupplies and as future fields of 
vast industries has hardly been touched 
iiI>oii. it is the duty of a Canadian 
writer to call attention to the iiiestitna- 
Ide natural riches of the Kreat Cana- 
dian Dotiiinion. Ont* reason why^ the 
<'anadiaus have been so enthusiastic in 
favor of Imperial feib'raliou is because 
they re.ilize that the hope of the British 
Kmpirc lies in the dovelopiueiit of the 
coloHles. It is to be regretted that the 
people of Creat Britaiu and her public 
men have fmled to awaken to thu fact 
that a country as larjie, and in many re- 
Kpects as full of resources, as the United 
i^tatps, is theirs to develop. If the Brit- 
on is deiisidy i>:noriint respecting the re- 
sources of Caiiaila and other ot the col- 
•onie«, the A.inericaii iii not; he i.s cast- 
in;; covetous eyes u|)ou the vast country 
to the north of hira, and already some 
of the most important industrial enter- 
prises in the development of the natural 
wealth of Canada arc due to Yankee 
"push" and alertnt-iss. It is most humil- 
iating' to every Canadian that their coun- 
try is beins e.tploitfld by American 
capitalists, while British money lies idle 
nt home or is being eent to the I'liited 
States to builil ni) the i>ower of the 
•commercial enemy. Tliere is plenty of 
room in 'Canada for nil efforts that ran 
he put into operation by British caiutal 
-during the present century, and the re 
sources are simply illimitable. If the 
worst should come, nnd Great Britain 
should he destined to lose half her popu- 
lation, those who are forced to enuKrate 
need not co outside the Empire, for i;;aii- 
adn's fcrentest needs are iBrilifdi capital 
and British people. At present the no- 
nunion Bovernraent finds the greatest 
difficulty in Inducinp Britons tn oiMii;rate 
to Cnnndfl. due partly to the widespread 
Illusion that the Western colony is a 
land of snow 4ind ice. Wlien rCeat 
Britain betrins to send pold and settlers, 
manufacturers and workmen to Canada, 
she will fiud a way out of her present 
commercial crisis. nnd the truth 
will strike her that it is jiossible to build 
up a new industrial .Britain in the West 
wliich will keep pace with American ry- 
pnnsion of tratle, nnd will establish more 
lirraly tlian ever before the industrial 
guwcr or tbe Einpira, _
